Councils in this Imperial Jurisdiction. In common with the in- 
ception of aU fraternal societies its earlier years were marked 
with reverses and discouragements, but faith, patience, and per- 
severance happily overcame aU obstacles, and a career of un- 
broken peace and prosperity was inaugurated, each year bright- 
ening the chain of friendship and perpetuating the beautiful 
teachings of the degrees.

Know ye, that whereas we, Nathan O. Benjamin, Most Puissant 
Grand Master of Eoyal and Select Masters of the State of New York, 
have received a petition from a constitutional number of Companions, 
who have been properly vouched for as Royal and Select Masters in 
good and regular standing, setting forth that having the honor and 
prosperity of Masonry at heart they are desirous of establishing a 
Council at Albany and State of New York, under our jurisdiction, and 
requesting our Dispensation for the same ; and whereas there appears to 
us good and sufficient cause for granting the prayer of the said peti- 
tioners, we by virtue of the high powers in us vested do grant this our 
Dispensation, empowering our beloved Companion Edward H. Jones to

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THIRTY-THREE TO 
WHOM WAS REFERRED THE MATTER OF BUILD- 
ING A NEW MASONIC TEMPLE. 

Ai-BANY, September 18, 1890. 

To the Thrice Illustrious Master, Oncers and Companions of 
De Witt Climton Council No. 22, Royal and Select Masters: 

Your committee to whom was referred the matter of building 
a new Masonic Temple begs leave to present the following report : 
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Your committee having considered the matter referred to them, 
would recommend that the Masonic fraternity of the city of 
Albany should at once take the necessary action to insure the 
erection and completion of a Masonic Temple, which shall be ready 
for occupancy on or before the expiration of the lease of the 
present quarters occupied by the fraternity. May 1, 1895. To 
this end your committee fraternally submits the following sug^ 
gestions : 

First. That said Temple should be erected under the direction 
of a Board of Commissioners duly incorporated for said purpose. 

Second. That each of the several Masonic bodies now occupy- 
ing the Temple should elect one of their number to serve on 
said commission. 

Third. That on the second Tuesday of December, 1890, at 
7:30 p. m., the Commissioners so elected should meet in this 
Temple and proceed to perfect an organization, by the election 
of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, all of 
whom should hold ofBce for one year from January 1, 1891, or 
until the election of their successors, as shaU. be determined by 
the by-laws or articles of association to be adopted by said 
Commissioners. 

Fourth. That the term of office of the said Commissioners should 
be determined by lot, so that the term of office of one-third of the 
Board shall expire each year. 

Fifth. In case any of the Masonic bodies entitled to represen- 
tation on said commission shall neglect or refuse to elect a Com- 
missioner, the Commissioners elected may appoint a member of 
the body in which the vacancy occurs to serve on such commis- 
sion until said body shall elect a Commissioner; then said ap- 
pointee shall vacate. 

Sixth. The Board of Commissioners should formulate and adopt 
a code of by-laws for their government. 

Seventh. Said laws should provide that when a vacancy occurs 
in said commission, for any cause, that the body in which such 
vacancy exists shall be notified thereof and requested to fill the 
same by the election of one of its members thereto. 

Eighth. That it shall be the duty of said commission to notify 
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each body wherein a vacancy is about to occur by the expiration 
of the term of office of the Commissioner of said body, so that 
said body shall have a reasonable time to elect a successor of the 
Commissioner whose term is about to expire. 

Ninth. That said Board of Commissioners shall report annually 
to each of the bodies, or oftener if requested, giving a statement 
of the business transacted since last report, together with the 
receipts and disbursements in detail. 

It is the opinion of your committee that a suitable site may be 
purchased and a building erected for an amount which will not 
prove too much of a burden to the Masonic fraternity, and that 
any indebtedness to be incurred can be easily floated at a low 
rate of interest, and that a considerable portion of this indebted- 
ness, in small sums, would be gladly assumed by members of the 
fraternity in this community. Therefore your committee would 
recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Recorder is hereby directed to notify the 
members of this Council to attend the next Assembly, for the pur- 
pose of electing a Commissioner on behalf of the Council as 
suggested in the foregoing report. 

Resolved, That the Recorder is hereby directed to transmit to 
each of the bodies now occupying the Temple a copy of this re- 
port and resolutions, and request that they concur in the same, 
and elect a Commissioner, who shall be one of the incorporators. 

Resolved, That if bonds are issued for building a new Masonic 
Temple, this Council will subscribe for one thousand dollars.

Past Grand Master Martin arranged with Caterer Woods of 
Troy for the following menu : Little Necks, olives, radishes, sweet- 
bread patties, sauce piquant, chips, punch a la Passut, roast 
spring chicken, currant jelly, cold beef tongue, cold roast turkey, 
lobster salad, Vienna rolls, vanilla ice cream, assorted cake, straw- 
berries with cream, cheese, crackers, coffee, Saratoga spring water. 

Chairman WilHamson of the Committee on Flowers and Decora- 
tions held consultations with Mr. Samuel Goldring, of the firm of 
Goldring Bros., florists, and with Manager Williamson of Myers'. 
These gentlemen courteously and kindly co-operated and the 
result of their united labors was most gratifying to all concerned. 
The main corridors and landings and the Ten Eyck room were 
very prettily adorned with the costhest of palms. The main stair- 
case was spanned with an arch, from the center of which was 
suspend a transparency inscribed "Welcome." This extended 
a symbolic greeting to the Companions as they passed to the 
council chamber, and a greeting as they began the descent to 
the banquet hall. The second staircase was spanned with nine 
arches and at the foot were curtains of purple which, drawn aside, 
permitted a view of the resplendent beauties of the banqueting 
chamber, which was radiant in its attire of purple and gold. The 
walls were hung with bright and rich contrasting colors. The 
four pillars, save the encircHng band of electric lights, were en- 
twined with pure purple and from each gracefully floated 
standards of the same coloring. At the north end of the room 
was the historic engraving by Kastenbader of New York, of 
Hon. De Witt Clinton, made from an ivory miniature in the pos- 
session of the Clinton family and presented to the Council a few 
years ago by T. Austin Williamson. Inclosed in its heavy frame 
of ornamental gold, with a background of purple and resting upon 
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a mantle of palms and white flowers, it was the most effective 
ornament. At the south end of the room was a mammoth shield 
of red, white and blue immortelles, surmounted with the flag of 
Cuba, flanked by small silk American flags. Fragrant potted 
plants, the pots being concealed by wrappings of purple paper, 
were placed upon each table. The scene beneath the full rays of 
the electric light, with the table and silver service in place and a 
boutonnierre at each cover, was beautiful in the extreme and won 
the most favorable comment. 

June 5. A Special Assembly was held at 2:30 p. m. for the 
purpose of attending the funeral of Andrew McMurray, who died 
June 3d. The services were held in the parlors of the Temple, 
under the direction of Temple Lodge No. 14«, Worshipful Herbert 
E. Bugden, Master. 

A communication was received from Buffalo Council No. 17, 
thanking the Council for the loan of paraphernalia. A letter 
was received from Right Illustrious Fred Kanter, thanking the 
Counsel for their attention and courtesies on the occasion of his 
official visit. The Thrice Illustrious Master announced that he 
had received from Right Illustrious T. Austin Williamson , hand- 
somely framed photographs of the hallway and banquet hall, 
showing the decorations on the evening of May 19th and that, 
although the souvenirs were presented to him personally, he would 
consider them as a gift to the Council and, with the consent of 
Right Illustrious Companion Williamson, he would request the 
Representative of the Council in the Masonic Hall Association 
to have them framed and placed in the Temple. There being no 
objection, it was so ordered. The bills for the visitation of Grand 
Officers, May 19th, amounted to $312.40. By direction of the 
Thrice Illustrious Master, Companion Solomon Strasser, acting 
as Marshal, presented at the altar the Chairmen of the five com- 
mittees having in charge the arrangements for the visitation 
May 19th. The Thrice Illustrious Master, in an eloquent address, 
referred to the success of the arrangements, complimented each 
of the Companions on the splendid result of their labors and pre- 
sented to each a token of his personal regard. The Souvenir is made 
of heavy white card, triangular shaped surmounted by the nine 
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arches. Suspended from the lower point of the triangle, by 
purple ribbon, is the Seal of the Council. From the two upper 
corners of the triangle extends purple ribbon, forming a loop to 
suspend the same. The printing on the card is done in purple 
and gold. At the top is the name and title of the recipient, fol- 
lowed by the following : 

" Honor and Fame from no condition rise, 
Act well your part, there all the honor lies." 

In the center, inclosed with a gold border, appears the fol- 
lowing : " Souvenir. Official Visitation of Right Illustrious Fred- 
erick Kanter, Grand Deputy Master, to De Witt Clinton Council 
No. 22, R. & S. M. May 19, 1898." On each side of which is 
the following : " The perfect success attendant upon the official 
visit May 19, 1898, was made possible by the enthusiastic and 
zealous attention manifested by the chairmen of the various com- 
mittees in perfecting the details of the work assigned to them." 
At the lower point of the triangle is the following : " Compliments 
of Benj. Strasser, Th. 111. Master. June 16th."

The Thrice Illustrious Master announced 
the deaths of Companions Robert Geer on May 22, 1901, and of 
James C. Moore on June 19, 1901. On motion of Most Illustrious 
James B. McEwan, the matter of the controversy with King 
Solomon Council was left with the representatives of the Council 
present at the annual Assembly of the Grand Council at Buffalo. 
The Recorder was directed to notify King Solomon Council that 
its demand for $230 had been denied. 

September 19. A communication was received from King 
Solomon Council, dated July 14th, stating that Companions Isaac 
N. Weiner and James N. Amendisen had been elected members 
and requesting dimits. The Recorder stated that he had notified 
King Solomon (Council that Companion Amendisen had been 
dropped from the roll, at his own request, in January last and, 
August 2d, Companion Amendisen had written him asking that 
the matter be brought before the Council, so that he could receive 
a dimit. On motion of Right Illustrious George R. Hodgkins, a 
dimit was ordered forwarded for Companion Weiner and the Re- 
corder directed to explain the situation regarding Companion 
Amendisen. The Thrice Illustrious Master announced the death 
of Companion William J. Conkey, July 23, 1901. On motion of 
Right Illustrious Benjamin Strasser, the Council was ordered 
closed after the transaction of such business as could not be post- 
poned, as a mark of respect to the memory of President McKinley. 
On motion of Right Illustrious George R. Hodgkins, the Council 
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Officers were appointed a Committee to draft a memorial on the 
death of President McKinley and report at the next Assembly. 

October 17. The Committee appointed to prepare a memorial 
on the death of President McKinley submitted their report, which 
was adopted. Companions M. M. Wyle and William Gregory 
were enrolled. The Thrice Illustrious Master presented a report 
of the proceedings of the Grand Council, at Buffalo, stating that, 
in the matter of the alleged invasion of jurisdiction of King 
Solomon Council, the Committee on Grievances of the Grand 
Council reported that De Witt Clinton Council was guilty of un- 
intentionally invading the jurisdiction, having been inadvertently 
misled by communication from King Solomon Council, and recom- 
mending that the matter be continued until the next Assembly for 
the purpose of allowing the Councils to make such settlement as 
may seem just and equitable. Right Illustrious George R. Hodg- 
kins declined advancement in the Grand Line and Right Illustrious 
Benjamin Strasser was elected Grand Steward. 

November 21. A communication was received from the Most 
Illustrious Grand Master, announcing that Right Illustrious and 
Reverend Warren C. Hubbard, Grand Chaplain, had been as- 
signed as the Official Visitor to De Witt Clinton Council. By re- 
quest of Companion Calvin W. Eaton, his name was dropped from 
the roll. The Thrice Illustrious Master announced the deaths of 
Companion Daniel W. Jenkins on June 15, 1901, and Companion 
John L. Dyer, at Denver, Colorado, on November 2, 1901. Com-

December 19. A communication was received from King Solo- 
mon Council No. 31, noticing the election of Companions J. E.

The Thrice Illustrious 
Master announced the death of Avery Herrick, at Amsterdam, 
New York, December 13, 1901. The Recorder reported 496 
members.

We, who were his companions, place on record this tribute to 
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the memory of one whose friendship was an honor and whose 
services to the fraternity evidenced in every act the man and the 
Mason.

Right Illustrious T. Austin Williamson, representing Most 
Illustrious John R. Gardiner, the Grand Master, presented to 
Past Thrice Illustrious Master WiUiam E. WooUard a Commis- 
sion as Grand Representative of the Grand Council of Kansas 
near the Grand Council of New York.

Attached to this triangle 
is a second bar, upon which the words "Albany, N. Y." are en- 
graved, and suspended from this second bar is the Royal and Se- 
lect Master emblem composed of compasses, with points resting 
on a quadrant, the center space containing a sun-face and arch 
with nine columns and tessellated floor.

On 
motion of Right Illustrious Companion Williamson, the Council 
was requested to ask Right Illustrious Companion Bishop to com- 
pile a history of the Council from its organization up to and in- 
cluding the celebration of the Twenty-fifth Anniversary, the pub- 
lication to embody the very interesting and instructive address 
he delivered at that time. Companion H. D. Haight was enrolled. 

February 15. The Thrice Illustrious Master announced the 
death of Companion Anton Gessel, at the Masonic Home, Utica, 
January 3, 1906. A certificate of life membership was granted, 
to Companion Peter Labe. The sum of $700 was ordered with- 
drawn from the sinking fund and paid to the Treasurer of the 
Masonic Hall Association.

HISTORY OF THE TEMPLE. 

December 9, 1890, the Association organized by the election 
of James Ten Eyck, President; WiUiam J. Weaver, Vice-Presi- 
dent; WiUiam H. Weaver, Treasurer, and James E. AUanson, 
Secretary. A bill was introduced in the Legislature providing for 
the incorporation, but Governor Hill advised that the matter be 
deferred until the following year, when a general act could be 
passed and thereby avoid what he criticised as special legislation. 
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In 1892 the bill was passed and approved; September 23, 1892, 
the Association was incorporated. The incorporators were James 
E. Allanson, of Mount Vernon Lodge No. 3 ; James Ten Eyek, of 
Masters Lodge No. 5 ; William H. Weaver, of Temple Lodge No. 
14; Simon W. Rosendale, of Washington Lodge No. 85; William 
J. Weaver, of Wadsworth Lodge No. 417 ; Charles H. Turner, of 
Ancient City Lodge No. 452; John Boyd Thacher, of Temple 
Chapter No. 5, Royal Arch Masons ; Alfred A. Guthrie, Capital 
City Chapter No. 242; Richard T. Lockley, De Witt Clinton 
Council No. 22, Royal and Select Masters ; Charles H. Armatage, 
Temple Commandery No. 2, Knights Templar; WiUiam E. 
Fitch, Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, and Thomas J. Bishop, of 
Cyprus Temple, Ancient Accepted Order Nobles of Mystic Shrine. 

The title of the property on the northwest corner of Maiden 
Lane and Lodge street was acquired October 17, 1766, by Mas- 
ters Lodge No. 5. On the site in 1768 the first Masonic Lodge 
house in America was erected and dedicated June 24, 1768. 
Occupants were Masters Lodge No. 5 and Ineffable and Sublime 
Grand Lodge of Perfection, Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite. The 
duration of their occupancy is not known, but in later years the 
building was converted into dwelHng-houses and about 1850 St. 
Peter's Church erected a parish house, taking a lease of the 
ground. 

The meetings of the Masonic Hall Association were devoted al- 
most entirely to the discussion of various sites which had been 
suggested for the Temple. October 29, 1894, Masters Lodge 
transmitted an offer to the Association, and to the bodies they 
represented, that they would transfer the title of this historic site 
and donate the two lots. If the proposition was accepted, and 
provided the Association had in its treasury $25,000, they agreed 
to pay $15,000 in cash as their donation. This munificent offer 
was transmitted under the signature of Worshipful Calvin W. 
Eaton as Master, and duly attested with the seal and signature of 
Cornelius Glen as Secretary. December 26, 1894, all the bodies had 
submitted their expressions of approval and the proposition was 
unanimously accepted. At the same meeting Messrs. Fuller & 
Wheeler were appointed architects. 
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On the first of May, 1895, Master Lodge transferred its 
right and title in the lots named to the Masonic Hall Association 
for the purpose of erecting a hall for occupancy by all the Ma- 
sonic organizations then existing. In addition to the original 
ground Masters Lodge purchased a lot on Maiden Lane west of the 
site and generously included that property with its original dona- 
tion. 

The plans for the building were approved April 17, 1895. Con- 
tracts were awarded to the following: New England Granite 
Company, $22,046 ; G. Dudley Burdick, mason work, $29,678.72 ;

work, $9,000 ; John Flagler, sidewalks, $603.75 ; WiUiam Wallen 
gasfitting, $37.63; J. W. Steele & Son, organ work, $2,731.07; 
New Jersey Wire Cloth Works, fire-proofing, $2,949.86; Elec- 
trons, $385 ; H. Patterson, gaspiping, $16.55 ; S. C. Small & Co., 
furniture, $91.02. 

On the morning of May 1, 1895, President James Ten Eyck 
broke ground for the Temple. The corner-stone was laid with 
imposing ceremony June 24, 1895.

Clinton Council. I wish you every success in the future. May 
you have as great a celebration fifty years from now as to-night.

Resume of History. 

Thrice Illustrious Master: Right Illustrious Companion T. 

Austin Williamson will now read a brief resume of our history. 
Right Illustrious Companion Williamson read the following: 
Ancient Craft Masonry has been defined as a system of morality 

veiled in allegory and represented by symbols. 
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In the Cryptic Rite, the veil is withdrawn, the candidate enters 
in the presence of the representatives of our three Grand Masters 
and the significant emblems are explained. 

The Rite is rich in its teachings of the beneficent influences of 
devotion, of morality, of well-directed ambition, and parallels 
the secular life of a truly good man. 

There is more in Cryptic Masonry than the mere outward ap- 
parel and the representation of the ritualistic service, as in the 
Lodge and the Chapter. The furnishings, the dress and the cere- 
monies are rich in their silent teachings. To the thoughtful and 
the observant, there are lessons of deep import, the purport of 
which is uplifting and upbuilding, to develop the best and to in- 
cite the most careful study, that the studious mind may be en- 
riched with still greater and more enduring treasures of priceless 
memory. 

To those of you who are familiar with the local history of the 
Cryptic Rite, it will be a coincidence to note that De Witt Clinton 
Council No. 22 is to-night happily celebrating its Semi-Centennial 
Anniversary within a building upon the site of a structure occu- 
pied by Ineffable and Sublime Grand Lodge of Perfection Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite in 1768; that this Lodge, which was 
founded by Henry Andrew Franchen, in 1767, now shares the 
occupancy of this beautiful Temple whose massive walls and rich 
interior symbolize the stability and beauty of the rite which 
marks the perfection of Ancient Craft Masonry. 

At eight o'clock, on the evening of the 6th of February, half 
a century ago, the Most Puissant Nathan O. Benjamin, Grand 
Master of the Grand Council of the State of New York, assisted 
by his Associate Grand Oflicers, organized De Witt Clinton 
Council. 

Companions C. H. Van Br ackle,- Joseph Fellows, Peter Wendell, 
Frank Chamberlain and Edward H. Jones were enrolled. 

Lyman G. Dart was the first candidate and his name is also the 
first on the roll of death. 

Time will not permit more than the briefest resume of the 
many events which have marked the onward and upward progress 
of De Witt Clinton Council until, at present, it stands in the fore- 
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front with a record undimmed by dissent, with a harmony which 
has ever characterized all its proceedings with a corps of rituahsts 
whose name and fame extends far and wide and with a membership 
now nearing the 800 mark. 

Of those who have so acceptably filled the office of Master, John 
J. Martin stands at the head for enrollment, with 155 ; Richard 
T. Lockley, second, 147 ; and Thomas J. Bishop, third, 97. 

The Grand Council of the State has justly recognized the abil- 
ity and efficiency of our Council and three of our Companions have 
worn the emblem of executive authority — John J. Martin, James 
B. McEwan and Will L. Lloyd. 

Others have received merited distinction and not only the Grand 
Council, but our own Council, is fortunate in having in the line 
of State officials such an enthusiastic and untiring advocate of the 
Rite as the present Grand Lecturer, Right Illustrious Eugene E. 
Hinman. 

De Witt Clinton Council has been exceptionally fortunate in 
having in continuous, faithful, intelligent and conscientious serv- 
ice, Recorder James E. Allanson, who for 38 years has discharged 
his arduous and responsible duties with characteristic fidelity and 
accuracy. 

No one in this Council is more thoroughly appreciative of his 
careful work than your Historian, who, during the past few 
months, has carefully read every word recorded for the past half 
century and who gives this personal and public testimony to the 
priceless value of the records. 

iFor 33 years. Companion William H. Gladding has, with sleep- 
less vigilance, been the Sentinel of this Council. 

He who wears the purple and the ermine cannot win honor with- 
out the unselfish allegiance of his subjects, and none ever ques- 
tioned the loyalty of Companion Gladding to those in authority. 

Companion John J. Martin was Master of this Council for 9 
years, and Companion Thomas J. Bishop held the office for 4 years. 

Companion Marshall W. Tebbutt has been Treasurer since 
1897. 

Companion Horace F. Brimhall was Captain of the Guard for 
8 years. 
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Companion Thomas F. Gladding served as Conductor of the 
Council for 11 years. 

Companion Frederick J. Lawrence was Organist for 26 years 
and Chorister for 4 years, and Companion Thomas Smyth was 
Assistant to the Organist for 18 years. 

De Witt Clinton Council has placed upon its official records and 
embodied in its semi-centennial volume, which will soon be issued, 
an expression of gratitude and loyalty to our Companions of 
Bloss Council No. 14 of Troy. 

To those, in its earlier days, who were prominent in its works, 
the Council is indebted for their invaluable co-operation. 

The chain of friendship thus formed has been welded into a 
link which will endure until the last morning shall break into the 
brightness of eternal day. 

The Council has given lavishly of its wealth in the presentation 
of gifts, notably to Past Thrice Illustrious Master John J. 
Martin. 

Costly souvenirs of affection and esteem have been presented to 
other Past Masters and the presentation of a standard jewel to 
the retiring Master is now an annual event.

De Witt Clinton Council perpetuates the name of the illustrious 
statesman who was instrumental in giving to our Empire State 
the greatest inland water-way in our country. 

Born in Little Britain, New York, March 2, 1769, he passed 
away in this city, February 11, 1828. In the brief space of 59 
years, he won imperishable fame. 

At the age of 17, he graduated from Columbia College and, 
two years later, was admitted to the bar. 

He was Private Secretary to his uncle, Governor Clinton. In 
1797, he was elected to the State Assembly and the year follow- 
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ing as State Senator. In 1801, he was elected to the Senate of 
the United States and resigned two years later to accept the 
office of Mayor of New York. He was Lieutenant-Governor from 
1811 to 1813. In 1810, he was one of the Commissioners who 
went over the route of the proposed Erie canal. He aroused the 
people to such an enthusiasm that he was twice elected Governor, 
1817-1824. July 4, 1817, he broke ground for the great work 
and October 6, 1825, was borne on a barge from Lake Erie to the 
Harbor of New York. 

To this scholar and statesman, this man of indomitable enter- 
prise and undaunted courage, the great State owes a debt of 
gratitude which can never be repaid by written memorial or sculp- 
tured monument. 

Two millions are being expended in enlarging and developing 
this great channel of commerce. 

Our beloved Council has passed the trials and vicissitudes of its 
formative career, it has added strength with each year, it has 
merited and won honor. Half a century of achievement has 
passed. Ages are yet to come. 

We, to-night, pledge anew our allegiance. Rich in the associa- 
tions of the past, favored with the prosperity of the present and 
limitless in the possibilities of the future, De Witt Clinton Coun- 
cil is destined to blazen the way for still greater achievements. 

While no one can, with any degree of certainty, predict the 
future, it does not require superior wisdom to prophesy that the 
beautiful teachings of the Cryptic Rite, with its significant les- 
sons of the crowning of Faith by Immortality, will continue to 
appeal to the Disciples of Masonry, and the seed thus sown will 
bear fruit a hundred fold. 

Veteran Companion Welcomed. 
Right Illustrious Eugene E. Hinman : May I have permission 
to address the Council.? I have just discovered in our midst a 
friend from up the State, who was delayed in getting here so that 
we did not have an opportunity of including him as our guest 
of the evening. I wish to ask your permission to introduce one 
more Thrice Illustrious. 
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To me is given the pleasure on this most historic occasion of 
presenting to you and to the Companions of this Council one 
who, when the Council was five years of age, was received and 
greeted in this council, Levi S. Gates. Forty-five years ago last 
September he was made a member of De Witt Clinton Council. 
Since then he has been the presiding officer of Keystone Council 
of Buffalo and is now the Master of King Hiram Council No. 18 
of Auburn. 

Thrice Illustrious Master: I congratulate you upon having 
spent so many years in the Cryptic fold and upon the honor you 
have received from the Companions. I bid you a most cordial 
welcome and invite you to a seat in the Council. Right Illustrious 
Companion Hinman, you wiU kindly escort the Thrice Illustrious 
Companion to the East. 

Thrice Illustrious Master: Companions, as you know, the 
banquet takes place in the Ten Eyck Hotel. I wish you would 
form in ranks of two when the time arrives to leave here and let 
our official visitor and guests of the evening lead. 

Companions, I want you to take this occasion to meet our offi- 
cial visitor. Right Illustrious Companion J. Harris Balston. 

The banquet was served at the Hotel Ten Eyck, under the per- 
sonal supervision of Companion A. H. Rennie. The menu cards, 
designed by Recorder James E. Allanson, were a unique 
feature. They were in the form of a pyramid, printed in gold on 
white, the broken triangle represented on each page. The card 
gave the official roster, committees, ceremonies, menu and senti- 
ment.

Thrice Illustrious Master: Companions, Rev. Asher Cook, one 
of our oldest Companions, will lead us in our devotions.

continued kindness to us. Enable us to acknowledge thee in the 
breaking of bread this evening; whether we eat or drink or what- 
ever we do enable us to do it with an eye single to thy glory, 
giving thanks unto the Father for all. And when all our service 
has been rendered, when we have worked our hours in the secret 
vault of human life, may we, like the Master, say, our work is 
finished, and may we enter with the entire brotherhood of Royal 
and Select Masters into the eternal rest where some of our breth- 
ern, in the years gone by, have passed through the vale into the 
tabernacle of the Most High, there to be forever and forever. 
We ask this blessing. Heavenly Father, in the name and for the 
sake of the Lion of the Tribe of Judah, our Redeemer. Amen. 
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iNTaoDUCToaY Address. 

Thrice Illustrious Master: Some men are bom great, others 
have to be elected, and whatever of greatness there may be as 
toast-master in this occasion for me, I assure you it is not due to 
any birthright. I feel much like the young man who tried a 
civil service examination, and was asked how many cubic feet there 
were in a hole four feet wide, eight feet long and six feet deep, to 
which question the young man replied, " I never was in that kind 
of a hole." This is the first hole I have ever been placed in by 
De Witt Clinton Council. I was so curious as to the real signifi- 
cance of the position of toast-master that I took the trouble 
to trace out the origin and functions of that dignitary, and found 
that he dates back to the Spanish Inquisition. At that time 
the chief torturer was called toast-master, because in order to 
get heaven into the heretic, he had to toast hell out of him. 

We are exceptionally honored to-night by the presence of many 
guests distinguished in the craft, and though we are fifty years 
old, it is satisfying for us to demonstrate to them that we are 
still possessed of the health and vigor which permits us to sit up 
and take nourishment. In fact it is natural for this Council to 
neither shirk responsibility nor shrink from refreshment. 

It is not the duty of a toast-master to exhaust time nor en- 
croach upon eternity, and I have the esteemed pleasure of intro- 
ducing to you as the first speaker of the evening, the Most Puis- 
sant Graff M. Acklin, of Toledo, Ohio, General Grand Master of 
the General Grand Council of the United States. 

General Grand Master. 

The distinguished guest spoke as follows : 

In my own case, at least, it is one of the most pleasant experi- 
ences to be the recipient of so many and such enjoyable courtesies 
as has been shown to me since I have been in your city. 

When I was elected to my present office in Savannah in 1910, 
some of the newspapers speaking of the event said that a verv 
distinguished Mason of Ohio had been chosen as the head of the 
Royal Craft. Some of my friends in Toledo saw the articles and 
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telegraphed me, asking why I had not been promoted and wishing 
to know who had superseded me. When they were assured that I 
had been elected they wanted to know why the simple fact could 
not have been stated without so much ado. A prophet is working 
at a disadvantage when plying his vocation, real or assumed, in 
the shadow of his own vineyard. 

The occasion which we are celebrating to-night marks an epoch. 
Your Council was organized at a time when hardship and priva- 
tions prevailed, yet how wonderfully you have grown and in- 
creased. In the light of your present greatness the hopes, the 
aims and the ambitions of those early founders now appear to be 
the very essence of modesty. Fifty years — ^how short and how long ! 
the time seems. The great majority of the men who were promi- 
nent in the craft half a century ago have passed away and their 
very names are forgotten to us who have succeeded to their places 
and duties, although they are strangers to us. We, in turn, will 
give way to others to whom we will be strangers. 

It was expected that I would speak to you to-night concerning 
Cryptic Masonry. You have heard the story of the tutor who 
advised his pupils that when they had a case in court they should 
never permit their minds to be drawn from the main issue of the 
action. He repeated this several times and tried to impress it 
upon their minds. As an example, a man saw a bird; he got his 
gun and fired at the bird; the wadding fell into the straw which 
in time connected with the barn, destroying that and his crops, 
and he went on in that style for some time until finally a member 
of his class, while all the rest were in tears, asked, please, sir, did 
he kill the bird.'' For fear I may be taken to task, I propose to 
confine myself to the subject. Yet what can I say to you that 
you do not know.? You have a right to be proud. The brilliant 
assemblage which has assembled here this evening testifies to your 
position. The commanding position occupied by your Grand 
Council is the admiration of all. Twice within the history of the 
General Grand Council, brief as it has been, we have come to your 
State for leaders ; the first time electing Most Puissant Companion 
George M. Ogsbury and the second, John W. Coburn. In a few 
years we will again call on New York in the person of George A. 
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Newell, who will soon be your Most Puissant General Grand 
Master. , 

There is no contention, there is no jealousy between the Cryptic 
and other branches of Masonry. They are part of a great plan, 
having for its work the uplifting of mankind, the righting of 
wrong, the alleviation of misery and distress, and the promotion of 
happiness among men. Cryptic Masonry, taking up this work, 
endeavors, through its forms and ceremonies, to teach its members 
to live and work for their own advancement. This is its aim and 
hope, to perpetuate and cultivate these virtues, to which, in 
time, will rise another generation, and when will come to pass that 
condition when impartial justice will be a fact and not a fiction, 
unswerving truth will be the rule of daily conduct, when toleration 
will govern men's actions and judgments, and charity will be a 
reality and not a theory, when brotherly love and not the greed 
for wealth will influence men's sentiments and dominate their im- 
pulse. Patience, perseverance, industry, contentment, these are 
the virtues, the beautiful virtues. 

Then, Companions, let us drink long and deep at these springs, 
and in the drinking we will become immeasurably rich. 

The Grand Mastee. 

Thrice Illustrious Master: This Council has been honored on 
several occasions by having its Past Masters placed in the grand 
line of the Grand Council. We have now the distinguished honor 
of having one of our Companions in the position of Most Illus- 
trious Grand Master of the State. This honor rests on the 
shoulders of our next speaker. He needs no introduction from 
me. Will L. Lloyd, Most Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand 
Council of the State of New York. 

Most Illustrious Companion Lloyd: One of the first things I 
learned when I became Grand Master of the State was to always 
take with me on my trips through the State some one who would 
relieve me of the responsibility in the speaking Hne. I feel pleased 
to-night to think I have brought this man with me. I therefore 
will use the privilege I have as Grand Master and call on Right 
Illustrious Companion Lunt, the Grand Recorder of the Grand 
Council, who will talk in my place. 
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The Geand Recoedeb. 

Right Illustrious Companion Lunt: It is a great thing to be 
Grand Master. It reminds me of the individual in the Scriptures 
who said to a man go and he goeth and come and he cometh. As 
our Grand Master has been recently married it has been a ques- 
tion in my mind whether he can give orders at home with the 
same strength as he does in the Grand Council. 

1 see that the toast which has been assigned to our Grand 
Master to respond to is the Cryptic Rite in the State of New 
York. Possibly the Grand Recorder is in a position to speak on 
that subject better than the Grand Master, though I have no 
returns up to the present time, it being a little early for them, or 
I could give you more definite information. But the Cryptic Rite 
in the State of New York is prosperous and flourishing. We have 
6,000 members and $10,000 in money. That is a better condition 
than the Grand Council has been in for some time. 

It seems to me the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters 
should, however, number more than 6,000. Massachusetts is ahead 
of us. Michigan is ahead of us. Texas has a membership of 
14.,000. Ohio has 12,000. 

I have asked myself the question many times, why the Cryptic 
Rite in this State is not more numerous, more prosperous. I have 
endeavored to find the answer to that question. The Cryptic 
Rite occupies a pecuhar position. It is neither the beginning or 
the ending of the York Rite. A Companion who goes into the 
Chapter goes from there into the Commandery. They don't take 
the Cryptic Rite because they don't know that such a thing is in 
existence. But there is another reason why some do not join the 
Council. A great many say, I don't have to join it. I belong to 
so many I don't want to take on anything else. If the members 
of the Councils throughout our State were enthusiastic for the 
Rite and would endeavor to build it up by procuring members 
for their Councils we would have 20,000 in this State in a short 
time, and that is what we ought to have, because the Grand 
Council of the State of New York ought to be the banner Council 
of America. It is up to us to make it so. The only way you can 
do it is to teach that it is necessary for the Companions of Chap- 
U 
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ters to become members of the Cryptic Rite. I have always 
thought the Commandery was outside of Ancient Masonry, but 
it fastened itself on Masonry, and made membership in the Lodge 
and Chapter prerequisite and overlooked the Council; why, I do 
not know. I presume it is impossible to change that; I do not 
think the Commandery will ever make any change in the law. 
The Council stands upon its own independent footing, occupying 
that peculiar position, where it is neither the beginning nor end- 
ing, and will have to depend upon its own members to work for 
its interests. 

I wish a great many Royal Arch Masons who do not belong 
to the Council could have seen this splendid gathering to-night 
and been witnesses to all that has taken place. I know they would 
wake up to the fact that the Council is a body which commands 
respect and offers every inducement for them to join — as much 
if not more than the other bodies. 

When we consider we have here the largest Grand Lodge in the 
world, numbering 170,000, that the Grand Chapter is growing 
more and more year by year, so that the room up in the Temple 
is getting too small for the Grand Chapter meetings, that the 
Commandery is rapidly increasing in membership — it must be 
apparent that the present membership of the Council is far too 
small in proportion. What shall we do to regulate it and change it? 
Down in Texas they have a method which works all right there. 
When a man applies for membership in the Chapter he is also 
handed a petition for the Council and told to sign that too. He 
pays his petition fee as well to the secretary of the Chapter who 
sends it to the Council. That is a dead cinch. If we could do 
that here in this State, you can readily understand what the 
result would be in a very short time — our Council would be 
booming. But probably we could not work that Texas scheme 
up here. We have a Council in this State — not very far from 
here, I understand, whose members are enthusiastic. When they 
get a petition in the Commandery who is not a member of the 
Council there is no rush in acting on the petition. Finally the 
man says, has my petition gone through, to which reply is made, 
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did you join Bloss Council? He says, why I didn't have to join 
that. He is told, no, you don't have to. Again, later, he asks, 
how about my Commandery petition? Have they balloted on it 
yet? He is asked, have you joined the Council. Then he goes 
home and takes a second think. Perhaps after that he sends in 
his petition to Bloss. They may be able to do that in Troy. 
We could not do it in New York. What are we going to do to 
change this state of affairs? How are we going to build up 
this Rite in this great State? The only thing is for all Councils 
to show energy and enthusiasm. Go out and get all the Royal 
Arch Masons you can. If a man says no, do not be discouraged. 
Tackle him again. If you apply the true life insurance agency 
methods to him you will get him. This will make more work 
for me. 

I want to congratulate you on your splendid celebration of 
your Fiftieth Anniversary, and I want to express the wish that 
many of you wiU be here at the next and when I look at you. 
Thrice Illustrious Sir, I do not think it is beyond the bounds of 
possibility. 

Companion Ellis J. Staley. 

Thrice Illustrious Master : A short time ago we were privileged 
to read in the newspapers that one of our Companions had been 
selected as the County Attorney. We now want to hear from 
him. Illustrious Principal Condtictor of the Work, Ellis J. 
Staley : 

Companion Staley: The toast master in his preliminary re- 
marks said something about acquiring greatness by being elected. 
The only regret I have was that I was not elected Grand Master 
of the Grand Council of the State of New York, because I can 
see how easy it is to wield that authority, call upon a proxy to 
make a speech. I find myself sandwiched in on the speaking 
schedule between brilliant luminaries of the Cryptic Rite and I 
feel that I am, as it were, the representative of the lesser lights, 
and that the committee adopted the philosophy of the cigar- 
maker who used a Havanna wrapper, but anything would do as a 
filler. There is just one thing more — the collar city occupies 
its natural position and comes after Albany. 
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Age and history are the elements which make anniversaries, 
and everything and everybody has an anniversary, except the 
everlasting flower and that never grows old. There are some 
features about this occasion which are worthy of mention. This 
Council, which in our present state of mind must be the greatest 
Council in this or any other jurisdiction, after fifty years of 
peace and tranquillity in one of the best and oldest Dutch towns 
in America, is fortunate in having at its head a real, genuine, 
old-fashioned Holland Dutchman, like Vanderheyden. 

There is another feature about this occasion with which per- 
haps all the Companions are not quite familiar and that is that 
in the arrangement and details there is not a person nor a thing, 
not even the weather nor the orchestra had the courage to dis- 
agree with our enthusiastic Companion, Dr. Myers. 

Our historian very entertainingly and chronologically presented 
to us to-night the history of our life and recalled days which we 
have never known, and it brings to mind the interview between 
the Frenchmian and the American. The Frenchman stated that 
the American people were a most peculiar people; that they 
were so busy making money, so busy reforming the government, 
crushing sentiment, that they had no pride of family; in some 
cases did not know who their grandfathers were. The American 
replied that was a peculiarity which he admitted, but it was even 
exceeded by the French people, because, in some cases, they did 
not know who their father was. 

Then the American told the story about the Scotch minister 
whose flock had not responded to his plea for more salary and 
who was about to leave them to accept a position as chaplain of 
the county jail and in his farewell sermon was taken from the 
text, " I go to prepare a place for you." 

Then was told the story of the Frenchman who told all his 
friends that he was about to depart for a foreign land and in- 
vited them all to the dock to see him oiF. He told them he was 
going to England to see the Queen. The band played " God save 
the Queen." 

A friend down the river recently wrote to a friend, we are all 
growing old every day and some nights. There was great wis- 
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dom in the qualification, for there are some nights when we do not 
grow old, nights which so awaken our sympathy, which so nourish 
our friendship, which so renew our fraternal zeal and enthusiasm, 
that when they are over that we are younger than before. I be- 
lieve to-night, although we are celebrating age, is one of those 
nights. Amid the gaiety of nations and the mirth of individuals, 
there are times and moments for serious thoughts. With fraternal 
institutions as with individuals, the right to esteem and honor 
should be measured by the good accomphshed. The practical 
value of fraternal institutions and fraternal associations is a habit. 
The Lord put it in my way to learn long ago that you cannot 
eat poetry, sentiment, art or sunbeams, and yet life without these 
would be a desert and shorn of half its pleasure. Fellowship 
has truly been said to be the honor of life. It is the holiest of 
gifts. God can bestow nothing more sacred upon us. Every man 
can have a friend who himself knows how to be a friend. Out of 
this God-implanted sentiment has grown up organizations such 
as ours, the sons and daughters of which, the greatest fraternal 
institution of the world, by which we are enabled to take practical 
advantage of man's ready impulse to extend the hand of fellow- 
ship. The artist may depict upon the canvas an exact semblance 
of the rose, the leaf, the thorn and, yea, even the morning dew, 
but no matter how real, how true, there is one thing lacking — 
that is, the fragrance of the rose. What the fragrance is to the 
rose, fellowship is to man, the hearty handshake is to the Cryptic 
Mason. 

When you are wined and dined twice in one evening in a sort 
of rapid fire gun fashion it is not conducive to speech making. I 
am reminded of the story. Mary was very poetic. John had no 
poetry in his soul. They took a walk, finally came to an orchard 
and sat down under an apple tree. John leaned against the tree 
and Mary leaned against John. Pretty soon Mary looked up 
into John's eyes and said, what makes this tree sigh and groan.'' 
John said, if you were as full of green apples as this tree you 
would sigh and groan too. 

I almost forgot that I had a particular subject assigned to 
me which is the " Meridian." The meridian, geometrically, is the 
culminating point. 
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Whatever power and capacity to do good this Council may 
have attained in the past, the future holds for it far greater 
possibilities; the colors of the morning are brilliant, and the 
meridian of its usefulness will be intensified in the future years.

Thrice Illustrious Master: By consulting the map, we find in 
our immediate vicinity a city called Troy, familiar for its collar 
manufactories and the birthplace of our next speaker. This 
Right Illustrious Companion has received honors in several 
Masonic Bodies. At the present time he is the Acting Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America. I want to say, however, that there is one 
thing lacking on this occasion and that is that this Companion 
is not introduced by Companion Charles H. Armatage. However, 
I will do the best I can and introduce to you as the last speaker 
of the evening. Right Illustrious Companion Arthur Mac Arthur. 

Right Illustrious Companion Arthur Mac Arthur: It is 
hardly within the scope of the possibility of my qualifications to 
stand here and at all illuminate and make pleasant the few clos- 
ing moments of this magnificent celebration. 

I have been gracefully alluded to by the gentleman who pre- 
ceded me, and, being the last speaker, I presume it is because the 
last is generally considered the best. When this Council was 
born it was born by the aid of the elder sister, Bloss Council 
No. 14. In 1861, when this Council struggled to assert itself, 
it looked to Troy for aid, and the sister Council helped in the 
accouchement of this Council. About that time I worked on a 
boat that was used as the first ferry between the city of Troy 
and Albany, and it was my misfortune, or rather fortune, quite 
often to be tied up at the city of Albany and see the countrymen 
come on board and go up to the enterprising city of Troy, 
famous for its manufacturing industries. I can say that since 
I graduated from my steamboat experience I have never visited 
Albany as many times. 

De Witt Clinton Council has had a most enviable record, and 
judging by the past cannot help but have a brilliant future. 
In the human individual, if he does not have a good past he has

nothing before him. No man can look for a single fraction of 
a second into the future. All he has got is what he can look 
upon in the past. So there is no possibility of predicting the 
future except by the past. Still, if one could look a single 
moment into the second life, would it be worth the living? It is 
the uncertainty of the time which is coming which makes it pleas- 
ant and causes anticipation. It is the record of the past that 
makes life's path strewn with roses and expectation. Hence, be- 
cause of the past of this Council, you have much to hope for 
in the future.

It has been manifest that the holding of the Grand 
Chapter annual convocations in the city of Albany has inured 
to its benefit. I am one of those who think that the city of 
Albany should be the home of the annual meetings of the Grand 
Bodies. It is centrally located. It has a magnificent temple. 
It has the enthusiastic members. I perceive that this sentiment 
is not received with that acclaim which I hoped it might. 

Now, I want to say something to you about the future. I have 
listened with a great deal of pleasure to the remarks of the Most 
Puissant Grand Master of the General Grand Council and I have 
heard the Grand Master, by his proxy, talk about the position 
of the Grand Council. I am somewhat surprised that this body 
does not rank with the other Grand Bodies. It is full of possi- 
bilities. It ought to be one of the connecting links in the York 
Rite. While I decry the sentiment which he attributed to the 
Troy Council, still I believe that body should be part of the chain 
of events in the general scheme of the York Rite Masonry of 
this State. I beheve it should be one of those elements which he 
seeks and which he desires to possess and one which becomes im- 
possible to proceed without. 

If this world was full only of reminiscences, if this world was 
only full of thought, if this world was full only of dreams of 
the past, life would be a stagnant pond. Now, I say to you 
that having lived fifty years of a useful life, an honorable, suc- 
cessful life, full of joy to those who look back upon it, let your 
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future be such that those who live after you may look upon those 
of the present as those who live to-day look back upon the past, 
and let all rejoice in the success and good fortune of this Council.
